1 . (Cuirently amended) A computer-readable medium on a mobae computing device 
having computer-exeGutable components for managing a message within a mobile device, 
comprising: 

a main application in communication with at least one messaging component and a table, 
wherein: 

the at least one messaging component is feemg configured to pass a pr opcrtica of 
&e message property to the main application using a standard interface, 

fflessa^e property includes pr oportiea including a class identifier associated 
with the message, 

the main application is b e ing further configured to query the table to identify a 
message form registered to handle messages associated with the class identifier, 

the main application is being further configured to instantiate the identified 
message form and pass the message to the instantiated message form^ 

the instantiated mes say^e form communicates instructions to the main app lication 
using the standard interface, and 

an .operation is tjerformed on the messa g e based on the instructions when th^ 
standard interface is called. 

2. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 , wherein the at least 
one messaging component comprises a message transport. 

3. (Origmal) The computer-implemented medium of claim 1, wherein the at 
least one messaging component comprises a storage component. 

4. (Previously presented) The computer-implemented medium of claim 1. fiirther 
comprising another messaging component that communicates with the at least one messaging 
component and the main application using the standard interface. 
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5. (Currently amended) The con^ter-implemented medium of claim 1 , wherein 
the class identifier distinguishes the message from other message s having a difyerftnt me^.<.<^^ ^ 
propenv . 

6. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 5, wherein the class 
identifier is one identifier in a plurality of hierarchically structured class identifiers. 

7. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 1 , wherein the table 
includes a listing of class identifiers that each describe a class of message, each class identifier 
being associated with a corresponding message form, 

8. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 7, wherein the table 
fiirfher includes a default message form that is renirned when the class identifier is not in the 
listing of class identifiers. 

9. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 7, wherein the table 
comprises a system registration database. 

10. (Cunrently amended) A computer-readable medium on a mobile computing device 
having computer-executable instructions for performing steps, comprismg: 

receiving over a standard interfece a notice to handle a messag e, wherein the me.<i«.p . 
associated with a class identifier that identifies a messa>T« p mperfy- 

rettieving fee a class identifier frran Bsoociatod with the message, wherein the class 
identifier distinsuishes ^stinguiflhing the message from other messages having a different 
message property r-Hrr idnnti-fifir - 

accessing a registry to identify a message form registered to handle messages having the 
class identifier, 

instantiating the identified message form; aad 

passing the message to the instantiated message form; 
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communicating instructions frOTn the instantiat M message form to an at^p Hcat jon tfarnug h 
an appli cation interface: and 

performing an operation on the message bgLs^d on the instructions when the applicarinn 
interface is called . 

11. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 10, wherein the notice to 
handle the message comprises an instruction to display the message on the mobile computing 
device. 

12. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 10, wherein the class 
identifier is stored within a property of the message. 

13. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 10, wherein the registry 
includes a listing of class identifiers that each describe a class of message, each class identifier 
being associated with a corresponding message form. 

14. (Original) The computer-readable medium of claim 13, wherein the registry 
further includes a default message form that is returned when the class identifier is not in the 
listing of class identifiers. 

] 5. (Cunenfly amended) A system for managing communication messages on a 
mobile device, comprising: 

a message form object having a first standardized interfece for communicating 
information with other components in the system, wherein: 

the message form object handles communication messages associated with a class 
identifie r, and 

the class identifier identifies a property as.^n^,-ate d with th^ n»mn...^,v,.4^^ 
message : 

an application having a second standardized inteifece for commimicating infonnation 
with other components in the system, wherein: 
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the appUcation is configured to identify and instantiate the message foim object 
that is registered to handle a communication message received by the system based on the 
associated class identifier, 

the class identifier distinp i nishes the p-mr m iunication message from nth^ 
cpnmiumcation message s having a different nronsrtv and 

a message transport having a third standardized imerface for commmiicating information 
with other components in the system, whereini 

the message transport is configured to pass the communication message 

associated with the class identifier to the message form object, 

the message form object communiM t es instructions to the flpplication. and 
an operation is nerfonned on the communication message based on the 

instructions 

wherein the commimication mcMQgo ispasflcd bet^rpog the compononts of the system 
using the otondardizod intcrfiiooo, 

1 6. (Previously presented) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the first standardized 
interface includes means for instructing the message fonn object to perform actions. 

17. (Original) The system of claim 16, wherein the first standardized interface 
comprises an ImessageForm interfece. 

1 8. (Original) The system of claim 1 6, wherein the first standardized interface 
comprises an IFormProvider interface. 



1 9. (Original) The system of claim 1 5. wherein the second standardized interfece 
includes means for instructing the application to perform actions. 

20. (Original) The system ofclaim 19, wherein the second standardized interface 
courses an ImessageFormHost interface. 
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2 1 . (Origina]) The system of claim 19, wherein the second standardized interfece 
comprises an BMailSyncCallBack interface. 

22. (Original) The system of claim 1 5, wherein the third standardized interface 
includes means for instnicting the message transport to perfonn actions. 



23. (Original) The system of claim 22, wherein the third standardized interface 
comprises a iMailSyncHandler interface. 
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
